The amended claims recite the claim limitation "subregion of the collagen binding domain having the sequence of SEQ ID NO:4". This 
claim limitation would necessiate new search and consideration after final action. 

Rejection of claims 1-8 under 112 first paragraph (written description) is maintained as set forth on pages 2-8, paragraph 4 for reasons 
of record. It should be noted that this rejection is only maintained for pending claims 1-8. The final action mailed 09/05/06 indicates that 
claims 1-16 are maintained. This was a typographical error. Rejection of claims 1-2 under 112 first paragarph (enablement) is 
maintained as set forth on pages 8- 1 1 for reasons of record. Rejection under 102(a) is maintained for pending claims 1-8 for the reasons 
set forth on pages 11-14, paragrarph 6 of the Final Office action The Final rejection indicates that claims 1-16 were maintained.
